$455,017 Budget Is 
Approved By Jointure 


The Warren Area Joint School 
board approved the $455,017 budget 
for 54-55 when it met Monday eve­ 
ning. The 
adoption 
means that 
there probably will be no tax in­ 
crease in Warren borough. The 
participating districts may not be 
so fortunate. 
The budget last year was $453, 
337. The increase is caused by 
teacher salary increases, which 
amount to about $19,000. The mill­ 
age in Warren borough last year 
was 21. The same millage this year 
will provide more money because 
the assessed valuation has increas­ 
ed nearly $200,000. The board also 
has a $38,000 balance, and more 
help from the state is anticipated. 
The Joint Committee also met 
and gave much attention to the 
coming evaluation of Warren high 
school. The evaluators who start 
their work Tuesday will be dined 
by the committee Monday at 6:15 
in the high school. The committee 
authorized the payment of expenses 
for these evaluators. 
W arren high school is a member 
of the Middle States Association of 
Colleges and Secondary schools, a 
regional accrediting association. It 
has been a member since 1928 and 
last was evaluated in 1946. As a 
result 
of 
the 
recommendations 
made at that time, Warren schools 
set up their own library with a full 
time librarian, and created a guid­ 
ance staff. 
The committee coming to Warren 
consists of a director of curricu­ 
lum, a superintendent of schools, 
a supervising principal, a guid­ 
ance director, librarian, five high 
school principals, ten teachers, and 
one college dean. They will con­ 
clude the work of committees of 
local teachers who have been work­ 
ing on a self-evaluation project for 
over a year, involving a 305 page 
criteria volume and the prepara­ 
tion of numerous statements. 
As a result of this study a report 
will be made which should again 
mean forward steps for the join­ 
ture’s schools. 
The committee also named Ken 
Barrett, of Conewango 
twp., 
to 
present the diplomas at this year’s 
graduation exercises, and it named 
Rev. Beecher M. Rutledge to give 
the baccalaureate sermon, at the 
recommendation 
of 
the 
senior 
class. 
The com m ittee aoDroved attend­ 
ance at Warren high school by a 
foreign student if the Student Coun­ 
cil can arrange it, learned Feb­ 
ruary attendance was 94 percent, 
two percent higher than 1953, ap­ 
proved $198 for special services, 
$120 for janitor’s overtime, $151 for 
substitutes, $1095 for shop lumber, 
$2,399 for general bills, and $2,469 
for activities.

or its undemocratic way of life 
while we let a butcher like Peron 
get away with suppression of the 
very freedoms we are supposed to 
be championing. 
We can’t understand why this 
country suddenly has shut its eyes 
to fascism. This is as great a dan­ 
ger to the freedoms of the world as 
communism. Maybe greater. 
Without any defense of commu­ 
nism, which we abhor as much as 
any true believer in democracy, 
we must admit that the poeple who 
join the party in communist parties 
at least have a vote within the 
ranks. From there on they must 
take what is dished out to them by 
the chosen leaders. 
Fascist leaders on the other hand 
are ruled from the top, usually 
through a combination of industrial 
tycoons who control the many 
through their stooge. The people 
have no rights at all. 
In fact, it doesn’t set well with 
South American countries when our 
oil and steel magnets support such 
armed dictatorships as that in 
Venezuela. They can’t understand 
why we support land reforms in 
Corea and Japan while opposing 
such reforms in South America. If 
such land reforms had been en­ 
couraged by us, there would not 
be any reason for communism 
and it would not have gained a 
foothold. We encourage commun­ 
ism by backing armed dictators. 
Until this 
nation 
sees itself 
through the eyes of other people, 
and until it starts practicing what 
it preaches, the battle against 
’isms” may be made very diffi­ 
cult. 
Little known in this country is 
the fact that we are lending mili­ 
tary support to such people as 
Peron. At the very least we should 
be making no military equipment 
available to such an oppressor. 
The nations of South America 
can be excused if they do not find 
us to be a friend of democracy. 
We show no favoritism for those 
who support it. As Charles A. Wells 
reports, not long ago we sold two 
destroyer escorts to Uruguay, the 
little nation which has fought off 
Peron’s threats and is trying to 
practice democracy. But at the 
same time we sold two light Cruis­ 
ers to Peron! 
We believe it is time for the 
average citizen in this democracy 
to speak up for those in other 
lands. We should be demanding 
that our elected officials take a 
stand against all forms of dictator­ 
ship and that we refrain from lend­ 
ing any military aid to those who 
oppose democracy. 
At the same time we must not 
cease our medical, educational, and 
nutritional help for the people of 
all nations. 
• 
* 
* 
Dissembling Politics 
Republican leaders are loudly 
proclaiming that there is no split 
in party ranks. There must be, 
double talk some place. 
Either President Eisenhower and 
the liberal Republicans and Senator 
McCarthy and the reactionary fac­ 
tion agree or don’t agree. If there 


is no split there must be coopera­ 
tion. 
The President never really slaps 
down the Senator. It suggests that 
the GOP plans to lick conservative 
Democrats with its liberal pro­ 
gram, and in states where liberal 
Democrats, like Douglas, are up 
for reelection they will point to 
McCarthyism with pride. 
Truth of the matter is that we 
are seeing too much politics of the 
wrong kind these days. The names 


“Democrat” 
and 
“Republican” 
have become nothing but a habit 
with most people. There are at 
least two schools of thought within 
both parties. 
These schools probably should 
get together under their respective 
banners and settle the issue on all 
subjects as they arise. As it is 
today they sit on the fence for 
party harmony purposes and a neg­ 
ative situation results.

They granted 
approval for the secretary to ad­ 
vertise for bids to cover 824 ft. of 
18 in. concrete pipe and 260 ft. of 
12 in. concrete pipe which has been 
estimated as sufficient to cover 
this project. 
A resolution framed by Mr. Har­ 
per, borough solicitor, stating that 
the local council raised no objec­ 
tion to the Youngsville community 
television association erecting and 
maintaining cable on utility poles 
was passed. The action required 
that permission be received from 
the utility companies involved and 
that a specified amount of insur­ 
ance be carried by the association.

STRANGE THINGS ARE 
H APPENING 
As Red Buttons used to say. 
strange things are happening. NRC 
has unfurled its new, expensive' 
and ambitious "Home” show which 
breaks sharply away from tradi­ 
tional daytime programming. How 
well the women will cotton to it, 
only time will tell but it sure is off 
to a brave start. 
Meanwhile, NBC is plotting 
a 
companion piece to its "Today” 
show, a nighttime show called ap­ 
propriately 
"Tonight.” 
"Today,” 
"Home” and "Tonight” will all be 
underwritten by NBC’s new maga­ 
zine concept of selling. A sponsor 
simply buys an insert as you would 
buy an ad in a magazine, leaving 
the program content entirely to the 
network. 
* 
* 
* 
The importance of this from the 
viewer’s standpoint is that the net­ 
work is assuming a responsibility 
for the direction of its programs 
it has never done before. Actually, 
the networks - all of them - are 
far deeper in the business of pro­ 
viding their own programs than 
they ever were in radio. But there 
is a great difference between pack­ 
aging and selling — as CBS has - 
something like "My Friend Irma” 
which is straight commercial en­ 
tertainment and something like 
"Home" which is a well thought 
out and thoroughly planned effort 
to utilize television’s great poten­ 
tialities rather than simply to make 
some money out of them. 
That’s one aspect of the thing. 
Another one: Edward R. Murrow’s 
program "Person to Person" is 
racking up a rousing rating of 
around 32 which is pretty terrific 
for even a commercial show. Yet 
"Person to Person" is 
not, 
by 
ordinary standards, a commercial 
show. Ifs a decidedly offbeat oper­ 
ation. I very much doubt whether 
anyone except Ed Murrow could 
have got it on the air in the first 
place. 
"Person to Person” 
(CBS-TV 
10:30 p. rn. EST Fridays), in case 
you’ve never seen it, is simply a 
live interview with prominent peo­ 
ple in their own homes. It isn’t 
gimmicked up or gagged up which 
is its chief charm. Yet, people are 
interested in prominent people and 
in how and where they live. 
* 
* 
* 
This supports a theory that I 
have been 
nurturing 
for 
some 
time. It seems to me that the way 
to succeed in this medium as a 
long-pull operation is to be offbeat, 
to avoid the stereotype rather than 
to pursue it. Ifs going to be a long 
time before this idea will penetrate 
into the ruling circles but I think 
eventually it will be adopted not 
because it’s a good idea but be­ 
cause it’s a successful one. 
Not long ago, I made a speech 
in Philadelphia and, if I may, I’d. 
like to quote a bit of it. "Television 
is losing - or has already lost - 
its sense of excitement. You re­ 
member when you first bought the 
set the feeling 
of wonder 
and 
suspense - the What’s-going-to- 
happen-next feeling - that you had 
when you turned it on. How many 
still have it? A great many of my 
friends, I notice, have the distinct 
feeling 
now 
that 
they’ve 
seen 
television, that there’s no particu­ 
lar point in turning it on because 
they saw it last week — and the 
week before that 
and the 
year 
before that." 
* * * 
Does it have to be that way? Do 
you have to sell Carnation Milk by 
putting on Burns and Allen once a 
week thirty-nine weeks 
a year? 
Suppose you took a $1,000,000 ad­ 
vertising appropriation and blew 
the works on one good two-hour 
show like the Ford anniversary 
show on two networks. The Ford 
show had people talking about it 
for about six months - and what s 
the m atter with that as an adver­ 
tising dodge? 
At any rate, the pursuit of same­ 
ness, the hewing to the formula, is

I have known a young man for 
sometime who was rather cruelly 
treated by his father as a child. 
These experiences were very pain­ 
ful to him. A number of things 
conspired to cause in him a re­ 
action that he could not get over 
even after he no longer had any­ 
thing to do with his father. The 
essential feature of the father’s be­ 
havior was that he could find 
nothing good in his son, and at the 
same time freely expressed every­ 
thing that he thought was wrong 
with him. 
I do not know what the factors 
were in the father’s life that caused 
him to need a scape-goat in the 
form of his son. I do know that it is 
a fairly comomn occurrence and 
may not have any serious conse­ 
quences when the victim can either 
fight back or does not care. But 
when the victim needs to love the 
hostile parent and cannot find a 
way to retaliate the insults, he 
gradually develops a pernicious 
feeling of resentment. 
Resentment is pernicious because 
it arises in a situation of powerless­ 
ness. There is no solution to an 
injustice. Life is so full of injustice 
that anyone starting out with a 
resentful attitude will find plenty of 
opportunity to exercise it. Since 
teachers often look for a scapegoat 
in the classroom, the resentful child 
of a hostile parent may be a ready­ 
made victim. 
The final form that resentment 
takes in an adult depends on the

tually turned against the self. The 
most extreme form is one in which 
a suicide is derived from the orig­ 
inal wish to attack someone else in 
retaliation. Less final, but in some 
ways as disasterous, are cases in 
which the resentment simply re­ 
mains bottled-up within the indivi- 
preoccupation with ideas which 
may have no real meaning. It may 
result in bodily symptoms that 
have no physical basis. It may 
result in depression, guilt, and self­ 
punishment. 
The possibility of feeling resent­ 
ful is within all of us. It is especial­ 
ly important for people whose jobs 
involve dealing with others (and 
whose does not?) 
to remember

It was encouraging to see nine 
Warren councilmen have the cour­ 
age to vote their convictions in the 
face of front page pressure from 
the daily press. These self-styled 
champions of park beauty who 
pompously pat their own back with 
front page editorials 
constantly 
confuse the real issue and leave 
the public with the impression that 
some big, bad councilman wants 
to destroy our civic lace curtains. 
The castigation of a single coun­ 
cilman with a front page box was 
unwarranted. Crescent Park and 
the road which borders it are not 
solely the problem of South Side 
residents. In fact, residents of that 
area would be a minority in such a 
decision. 
We don’t know of a councilman 
who wants to destroy the beauty 
of Crescent Park. The thought in 
every councilman’s mind is what 
can be done to improve it. There’s 
a difference, you know? 
At a recent meeting of the War­ 
ren borough council there was a 
discussion concerning trees that 
might be in the way of a paved 
street which would serve the hos­ 
pital. Some councilmen admittedly 
were afraid of the reaction which 
would set in if they were to ap­ 
prove an ordinance calling for a 
thirty-foot street. Such 
a width 
might mean the cutting down of a 
few trees. 
Thinning Job Needed 
The fact is that we need to cut 
down some trees in Crescent Park 
whether or not we pave a street. 
We need to do this if we are to 
preserve the beauty about which 
there has been several front page 
raves in the Warren Times Mir­ 
ror. 
Probably the first step we should 
take is to decide what kind of a 
park area we as a community 
want to have 
along our south 
shores. Do we want a municipal 
forest or do we want a beautiful 
stretch of grass, properly inter­ 
laced with the right proportion of 
trees and shrubbery? 
It is not possible to have both! 
You don’t grow fine lawns in the 
woods! 
If it is a forest we want, our 
wish is well in the making. But 
even if our want is a woodland 
there will be a need for thinning 
and supervision. It must be kept 
clear, and trees which interfere 
with the proper growth of healthier 
specimens must be brought down. 
We have a park committee whieh 
is trying to do a good job. We 
have a capable park superinten­ 
dent. Improved health for either 
the grass or the trees is one of 
his- major ambitions. 
We believe such work should be 
left to the professionals and that 
the amateurs should sit back and 
enjoy the results. So far the issue 
has been so confused that no one 
has been able to do an efficient 
job and the result is not one of 
utmost beauty. 
Our Tree Program 
Our park committee has a well 
established tree-planting program 
that annually adds many more 
than it hacks down. This planting 
often runs as high as two hundred 
or more. 
The park workers are developing 
a nursery for both trees and shrub­ 
bery which will be saving to the 
borough. Large trees are not cheap, 
and such a nursery will mean a 
supply of trees and plants at prac­ 
tically no cost to the taxpayer. 
The park department also is de­ 
veloping the use of new kinds of 
trees. These will avoid destruction 
by electric and telephone company 
crews through their 
controlled 
height without losing their beauty, 
and they will be of a variety that 
causes a minimum of trouble un­ 
derground. 


'Soldiers Would Understand 
If plans for the future involve 
the cutting down of a tree which 
was planted in memory of a sol­ 
dier who gave his life for this 
nation, we are certain that soldier 
will approve if the tree must give 
its life for a better Warren. 
And if a safe street becomes the 
problem involved in this decision 
we are doubly certain that the sol­ 
dier will give up his tree so that 
others may have a safer life, and 
to protect those who have critical 
business in the vicinity of our hos­ 
pital.

Washington And You

W ASH ING TO N . - It is surpris­ 
ing that a tragedy like the shooting 
fiasco in the United States House 
of Representatives did not happen 
sooner. Security precautions have 
never been what they should be 
around the Capitol. Members sit­ 
ting or standing on the Floor of the 
House or the Floor of the Senate 
have long been like “sitting ducks” 
for any fanatic who might take it 
into his mind to take a shot at 
them. Great precaution has always 
been taken to keep visitors in the 
galleries from “shooting pictures” 
inside the House Chamber or the 
Senate Chamber. 
Visitors 
have 
been searched for cameras and 
made to check their cameras out 
side. Strangely enough they have 
not been checked for guns. 
How this could be is difficult to 
understand. Perhaps the answer 
is in the fact that members of the 
House and Senate are confident 
that the people harbor no intense 
feeling against them - and in that 
confidence feel assured that no vis­ 
itor in the gallery would try to 
shoot them. 
That is quite an assumption. 
Particularly is it quite an assump­ 
tion in this time of divisiveness 
and bitterness in our nation when 
neighbors grow suspicious of the 
loyalty of each other and when 
politicians with reckless abandon 
call anyone who disagrees with 
them a “Fascist” or a “Commu­ 
nist”. Surely it is possible that 
with emotions running as high as 
they are in these days that there 
is a danger that the vitroilic name­ 
calling will be followed by physi­ 
cal 
violence. 
And 
surely 
this 
should be enough in itself to prompt 
greater security precautions with 
respect to the chambers of the 
House and Senate. 
Of course, there are occupational 
hazards to anyone in public office. 
I am sure that practically every 
important officeholder at 
some 
time receives threats against his 
or her life. I have received threats 
against mine, but I have never

BONN, Germany. -- If the com­ 
mission President Eisenhower is 
naming to survey the American 
foreign service is in need of an 
example of what is wrong and why, 
they could not do better than to 
come to this capital of the new 
West Germany republic. During the 
past year the State Department 
staff attached to the office of High 
Commissioner James 
B. 
Conant 
has been subjected to a series of 
shocks that in the view of objective 
observers has reduced morale al­ 
most to the vanishing point and 
has greatly impaired the effective­ 
ness of a diplomatic team at the 
moment of the crucial contest be­ 
tween East and West for the al­ 
legiance of Germany. 
It is a case history of the sig­ 
nificance of the raids conducted by 
Senator Joseph McCarthy with the 
all-too-frequent capitulation of the 
State Department. 
The first chapter was the tour of 
Cohn and 
Schine, 
who 
flashed 


publicized them or asked for any 
special protection because I have 
always felt that these threats came 
from crackpots. 
Perhaps I am 
wrong in that attitude, for the four 
Puerto Ricans who emptied their 
murderous fire on the Congress­ 
men on the Floor of the House 
were crackpots. I am glad that 
they were crackpots instead of 
crack shots. 
It is reported that the Puerto 
Ricans said that they had intended 
to go to the Senate Gallery and 
that they thought they were in the 
Senate Gallery. I shudder a little 
about this because had they gone 
there, I might have been right in 
the line of fire. 
Our nation is lucky that no more 
damage was done. But the question 
is whether we will be smart enough 
to learn our lesson from this hor­ 
rible episode — or will we forget 
all about it after a certain length 
of time and slip back into comfort­ 
able complacency? 


through Germany as agents for 
McCarthy, summoning officials to 
appear before them in hotel-room 
sessions. One of their targets was 
Theodore Kaghan, who a year ago 
was Acting Deputy Director of In 
formation. Those who had a chance 
to observe Kaghan’s work say that 
he was one of the most effective 
of the army of Americans who 
have taken part since 1945 in the 
German occupation. He had im­ 
agination. boldness, the courage to 
cut through red tape when it was 
important to get something done. 
Kaghan was summoned back o 
Washington and thrown into the 
McCarthy chopper. He did a good 
job of defending himself. But after 
the flurry of headlines the State 
Department asked for his resigna­ 
tion. 
The next victim, Charles Thayer, 
was a" more experienced foreign 
service officer, coming from the 
traditional background of the old 
career service. He was one of the 
four or five recognized experts on 
the Soviet Union and Eastern Eur­ 
ope 
the State Department. This 
reporter talked to a number of 
persons in Munich — Americans, 
Germans and others, all of whom 
testified to the effective and even 
exceptional job Thayer was doing. 
He 
had 
established 
close 
and 
friendly relations with the heads 
of the Bavarian government who 
took him completely into their con­ 
fidence. Thayer happens to be a 
brother-in-law of Charles Bohlen. 
During the Senate fight over Boh- 
len’s confirmation to be Ambassa­ 
dor to Moscow, led by McCarthy, 
a threat was made to bring Thay­ 
er’s name into the controversy 
with the intimation that an alleged 
incident in his life of many years 
before would be publicized. He, too, 
was peremptorily summoned to 
Washington and there ordered to 
sign a resignation dated that same 
day. 
Victim No. 3 fits in a somewhat 
different category. John P. Davies, 
Jr., one of the senior and most-able 
career officers, had been under 
fire in a “case” in which it was 
alleged he had recommended the 
employment of Communists as un­ 
dercover agents. In Bonn he was 
the chief political officer in the 
mission. As the result of a new 
attack by McCarthy, Davies was 
transferred to Lima, Peru, where 
the political potentialities were less^ 
explosive. Recently he was called 
to Washington to prepare his ans­ 
wer to the charges. With all the 
pressure of the Berlin conference, 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles is said to have spent his 
spare time reading the 2,000 pages 
of the Davies “case”. Final action 
is up to Dulles. 
In a fourth case the victim’s 
name did not get into the head- 
ines. Back in Washington he was 
brought before Scott McLeod, de­ 
partment security officer. In the 
course of an interrogation the ques­ 
tions put to him were so insulting 
that he promptly resigned. 
Thus the four most knowledge­ 
able men were removed in less 
than a year. For the survivors the 
handwriting was large on the wall. 
Able Americans are here, some, 
DarticUlarly in Berlin, who have 
long carried on the fight against 
Communist propaganda and intri­ 
gue. 
The outsider can have no way of 
mowing what they report to Wash­ 
ington about the situation in Ger­ 
many. But they are not likely to 
report what may be found unwel­ 
come or unpopular or what, if ex- 
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pressed later before a Senate com­ 
mittee, might through some distor­ 
tion or other hold them up to sus­ 
picion of dangerous thoughts. This 
is, of course, a very serious mat­ 
ter, since it is on the accuracy 
and the integrity of such reports 
that American foreign policy is 
based. 
Whether Conant is aware of it or 
not, and naturally the Germans 
would not tell him, this has made 
a profnund impression on influen­ 
tial officials. In this connection the 
impression of an America torn by 
internal dissensions so serious as 
to affect major policy cannot be 
exaggerated. American 
prestige 
has suffered greatly in the three 
years since Senator McCarthy went 
on the Communist warpath. The 
headline in “The World,” a leading 
West German newspaper (WILD 
SHOOTING IN AMERICAN PAR­ 
LIAMENT), 
seemed to startled 
Germans only the climax to a ser­ 
ies of disorders comparable to 
those in one of the banana repub­ 
lics of Central America. 
Many Americans passing through 
Bonn have been critical of Conant. 
They say that he does not seem to 
know what the score is, but having 
himself had no experience in dip­ 
lomacy and with little knowledge of 
Germany, he could hardly expect to 
function without an expert staff. It 
is as though a general newly in 
command had had his staff officers 
shot out from under him. And in 
the light of the Stevens-McCarthy 
quarrel that is an uncomfortable 
analogy. 
He frequently calls on Chancellor 
Adenauer, but if one may believe 
officials close to the chancellor, 
Adenauer does not count on learn­ 
ing about America from the High 
Commissioner. When he is at all in 
doubt, he sends one of his trusted 
lieutenants to Washington on a 
quiet, undercover mission. And, 
given the state of confusion in 
Washington today, that is a very 
sound course of action.

Warren Millage Goes Up 
As Budget Conies Down 


The 
Warren 
borough council 
Monday night reduced its proposed 
budget about $24,000, but at the 
same time raised taxes to 19 mills. 
Two months ago it proposed a 
general fund budget of $346,744. 
Since then it discovered that some 
money budgeted was not apt to be 
collected. A quick juggling job ef­ 
fected the reductions but more tax­ 
es were needed to compensate for 
some reductions that couldn’t be 
made. 
The millage breaks down into 
fifteen for general expenditures, 
two and one quarter for debt re­ 
duction, and one and three quar­ 
ters for street lighting. Just mul­ 
tiply your property or personal 
value by three mills and you will 
learn the amount your taxes have 
gone up. 
The $24,000 reduction in the bud­ 
get was effected by reducing the 
public works budget $14,000, which 
makes it $73,236, just $4,664 less 
than in 1953. The police budget was 
sliced $2,000, making it $2,910 less 
than last year. 
The parks budget was cut from 
$20,024 to $17,024, which is $626 
less than 1953. In addition the 
recreation appropriation of $1,500 
was eliminated, 
and the play­ 
grounds fund was reduced $1,500, 
down to $5,450, which is $225 more 
than last year. 
The other 
appropriations 
and 
sources of revenue are the same 
as we reported in January. The 
total assessed valuation in Warren 
today is $15,380,981. This is $193,764 
higher than last year. 
Councilman Merenick asked for 
the passage on third reading of 
the ordinance to pave Crescent 
Park, from the Hickory st. bridge 
to a point seventy feet west of the 
former maternity entrance. He said 
nine memorial trees would have to 
be cut down and the markers mov­ 
ed to other trees. 
Park Superintendent Reier said 
the trees have been injured by 
cars and that there is a problem 
of too many "trees in the park, 
which has lost thousands of feet of 
turf because of the heavy shade 
and the vegetation fight for sus­ 
tenance. He said that even a nar­ 
row road would bring the curb 
to the edge of the trees and would 
cut the shallow elm roots. He also 
said that other sick or damaged 
trees had been removed and the 
markers changed to other trees 
with the consent of the DAR. 
Borough Engineer Barwis said 
the trees are almost in the cen­ 
ter of the road right-of-way which 
was created in 1904. 
Councilman Africa suggested an 
amendment that would change the 
road width to 23 feet where the 
trees begin, forty feet west of the 
hospital entrance. 
Councilman 
Carbon suggested 
that this would be creating a sud­ 
den bottleneck. He reminded coun­ 
cil that the playground was be­ 
coming a popular area and that a 
sewage plant and the resulting 
clean river would make the area 
even more popular. This created a 
parking problem other than that of 
the hospital, which says it will 
provide its own lot. 
Councilman Kopf argued against 
a wide road, claiming 23 feet is 
enough for parking on one side 
and free passage of two vehicles. 
He pointed to Fifth ave. as an 
example. 
Councilman Carbon said it wasn’t 
the same problem because Fifth 
does not have the same parking 
problem. 
Councilman Rudiger objected to 
changing the width and said nine 
trees should not stand in the way 
of progress. Councilman Carbon 
asked why St. Clair st. had been 
widened. He was told it was for

the purpose of facilitating high 
speed traffic. 
The amendment then was defeat­ 
ed, 12 to 5, with Councilmen Africa, 
Miller, Patchen, Smith, and Painter 
the only ones approving it. 
The original ordinance, calling 
for the thirty foot pavement was 
passed, 9 to 8. The opposition in­ 
cluded Kopf, Newmaker, Africa, 
Miller, Smith, 
Patchen, Painter 
and Mead. Approval was voted by 
Merenick, Carbon, Laskaris, Rudi­ 
ger, Geracimos, Levine, Johnson, 
Peterson, and Pasquerette. 
Council discussed the recent sug­ 
gestion that it invest in heavy con­ 
struction equipment. It was decid­ 
ed that it would not be a saving 
and that the borough is not in the 
heavy construction business. 
A memorial to Raymond Eckart, 
Warren officer, was read into the 
minutes. It was a well deserved 
statement, giving the late officer 
credit for introducing photography 
and fingerprinting into Warren 
police work, and reviewing his ad­ 
vancement from patrolman to cap­ 
tain. 
It was learned that Bud Maier 
Will terminate his airport lease on 
May I. A replacement may be ob­ 
tained by April. Council also voted 
to sublet six acres of the port for 
the planting of corn at the rate of 
$1 a year. 
Burgess Rice mentioned a plan 
for creating fifteen minute parking 
meters on Second st., near the 
banks to facilitate service for those 
institutions.
